When Hon. George M.. Valentino 
took the chair as temporary presiding 
ofllcer of the republican city convention 
la«t evening he asked that harmony 
might prevail and that whoever was 
nominated ail might say, “amen, this 
is the work of the Lord,” and go out 
and votetho ticket straight. Hardlony 
prevailed until the end. 
Mr. Valen­ 
tine offered the convention his congrat­ 
ulations because a true American occu­ 
pied the presidential chair, because a 
Michigan man had boon appointed 
secretary of war and because at the 
head of the treasury a financier has 
supplanted a Kcntuckian 


It was a little after 7:30 when City 
Chairman Frank E. Morrow ealled the 
convention to order. Rev. Dr. Brooks 
gave the invocation which was especi­ 
ally appropriate to tho occasion. 
He 
•wwed that the convention might bo 
endowed with wisdom in tho selection 
of a mayor, that one might be chosen 
who would execute the laws at any 
sacrifice; that the candidate for treas­ 
urer might be incorruptible, pure and 
upright; that the candidate for clerk 
might bo manly prompt and accurate 
with a heart (or ins work; that tho 
city government might be purged of 
immoral officials and that the unclean 
who now hold oflicc might be sifted out. 
After the invocation Uon. George M. 
Valentine was chosen temporary chair­ 
man, Frank Welton secretary and S. 
Brown, J, T. Owens, John Seel and C. 
K. Farmer tellers. 


After the nominations were made 
Mayor Bell was called u|>on for a speech. 
Ho assurf 
" ' convention that he felt 
gratifletf w 
'ter one year of service 
he had bed., been given such a pro­ 
nounced endorsement. 
Tho common 
council the past year had boon economi­ 
cal and the linancial condition of the 
city was in good shape. 
The mayor 
expressed a belief that the city would 
see more improvement in the next 
twelve months than it had in tho four 
years just passed. 


“It will wB'nocessary,” said the mayor, 
“to exercise rational judgment the 
coming year in the affairs of the eit 
and 1 knowahat wherein 1 may lack 


made the speeches of the convention. 
Tho former nominated R. Jr*. Chaddoek 
for clerk. The colonel used up fifty 
words telling of {the qualifications of 
his man the principal accomplishment 
being his ability to read the writing of 
any one, oven a lawyer. 
Two terms 
was the precedent and two lerms Mr. 
Chaddoclc deserved. Then the colonel 
took 600 words to tell of the natural ad­ 
vantages of Benton Harbor, Quoted the 
words of Andrew J. Crawford that 
this was destined to become the most 
important, harbor on the east shore of 
lako Michigan; that the great natural 
advantages of the city ought to be 
utilized, that the rate ol taxation ought 
to be reduced, and ho closed with six­ 
teen more words to tho crcdit of Mr. 
Chaddoek as follows: “And now we 
want a good clerk and can’t do any bet­ 
ter than nominate Mr. Chaddoek.” 
Judge Plummer followed. 
“If all 
tho credit for the growth of the city is 
due the clerk then let us give it to John 
A. Crawford who was from clerk 
the 
formation of the city to a year ago. If 
the boom tho city has enjoyed, and the 
Big Four road and the natural advan­ 
tages were brought here by tho present 
city clerk wo ought to stop right here 
and re-elect him and lot tho mayor and 
treasurer go. (Laughter.) There never 
was an official so efficient but that there 
were others just as efficient, in behalf 
of the rank and file of the party, I name 
a young man who was born In your 
midst, educated in your schools, a pro*, 
duct of your civilization, a ready writer 
and one who will not claim credit for 
tho natural or railroad advantages of 
Benton Harbor, Fred Hamlin.” 


Mr. Plummer then wont on to tell of 
Lincoln, of war scenes and forgot his 
subject almost as far as did tho orator 
wh^ proceeded him. 


When Mr. Plummer took his seat 
amid 
ringing applause Col. Ward 
bobbed up and was recognized by the 
chair. “1 think my speech was as near 
tho mark as Mr. Plummer’s war 
stories,” he meekly added. 
' “I accept the apology of Colonel 
Ward,” triumphantly added Mr. Plum 
merand the uproar of good nature 
broke out again. 


The nomination of Chaddoek was 
seconded by VV. L. George, F. R. Gil­ 
son and W. P. Robbins. Hamlin’s sec­ 
onds were N. G. Kennedy, Aldermen 
Merrill and Volheim.

Ho Will BoTakon Back to Jackson 
With His Socrot 
Still 
Untold. 


William Canton, charged with rifling 
the postolllco and burglarizing a store 
at Stevcnsville was put »upon his trial 
yesterday afternoon. He was defended 
by Lawyer Lambert, of Niles. 
After 
the prosecution rested and one witness 
for the defense had been sworn Mr. 
Lambert raised the question that the 
circuit court had no jurisdiction in the 
case; that the respondent was accused 
of entering the postolliee and stealing 
stamps, a crime which came under tho 
jurisdiction of the United States court. 
Judge Coolldgo took the matter under 
consideration until this morning. 


This morning the court decided that 
tho trial should procecd. 
Prosecutor 
Valentino had already laid the matter 
before the United States district-attor­ 
ney and had Judge Coolldge decided 
that the circuit court was without 
Jurisdiction in the case, Canton would 
have been delivered over to the United 
States marshal 
and his condition, 
seemingly, would not have been greatly 
improved. 
R efund to Testify. 


When James Howard, arrested with 
Canton and who pleaded guilty to the 
same olTenso charged against Canton 
and was brought back from Jackson to 
testify against his companion in crime, 
was summoned into the court room a 
few -minutes before the noon recess to 
day as a witness. 
He asked for an in 
terview with Judge Coolidgc. 
The 
judge assented and Howard acconv 
named him into his private chamber, 
lie returned to the court room in a 
few minutes and Prosecutor Valentine 
was directed to talk with Howard. 


The portent of the pautomine the 
idlers in the court room were at a loss 
to understand. It was learned during 
tho nOon recess, however, that Howard 
had poatively refused to testify against 
Canton. 
He told Prosecutor Valen 
tine that he had been educated to des 
pise an informer and he would not take 
the witness stand to peach on Canton. 
Howard admitted that ho had a hand 
in the Riverside robbery, but when 
asked as to Canton’s complicity was 
silent as a sphinx. 
He said, too, his 
manhood revolted against informing 
on a friend and h<‘ was eom|>elled to 
refuse to testify. ; it is said that How­ 
ard in his confession to the oMIccrs 
implicated Canton, but this Howard 
now denies. 
When court adjourned 
for dinner Howard remained obdurate 
and declared lie would not take the 
witness’ oath. 


The court and the prosecuting at 
torney were both puzzled over what ac­ 
tion to take to induce Howard to 
change hi»m’ml. He could not be pro 
ceeded against for c<mtt-iu|it of court 
for tlie reason that he is now serving a 
sentence before the expiration 
of 
which lie can not be punished for an­ 
other crime. 


When court reassembled this after 
noon Howard had not experienced a 
change of heart and stublmrnly held 
out against testifying. 
No attempt 
to force him was made, lie was taken 
hack to the county jail and will prol>- 
ibly be removed to Jackson tomorrow 
with Ids secret securely locked within 
his heart. 


Samuel Hishop, charged with may­ 
hem was arranged today and pleaded 
guilt y. 


Anthony Arnold, charged with lat 
ceny hud his trial yesterday and was 
acquitted. The jury arrived at a ver­ 
dict without much deliberation. 
Only 
two witnesses were sworn by the de 
fense. 


Cieorge Farrar, 
one of the men 
charged with the burglary of Burk 
hard's store, withdrew his plea of not 
guilty yesterday and pleaded guilty. 
The burglary over which hung a cloud 
of mystery is now cleared lip by the 
confession of tlie two men, Farrar and 
lones, and the punishment of the crim­ 
inals will speedily follow.

SAD PARTICULARS MARBLES AT C. C. SWEET’S. 


The Proposition May Como Up Be­ 
fore tho Common 'Council.

Wa t k k v l ie t , March 23—No one 
knows just how the accident happened 
which resulted in tho death of Mi A. 
Pelton at the paper mill yesterday* 


He lies at his late homo In three or 
four pieces, onejeg gone, an arm gone, 
tho top of his head cut off, the remain­ 
ing arm and leg being broken in eight 
or ten piaees and tho body pounded be­ 
yond recognition. 


The workman nearest Mr. Pelton at 
tho time of tho catastrophe cannot say 
whether the victim was standing so 
near a moving belt that his trousers 
caught in the bolting or whether he 
was trying to run off a bolt with his 
foot and became entangled in that man­ 
ner. The first intimation of trouble 
was cries for help and the sight of his 
body being carried rapidly upward into 
the shafting. 


Mr. -Pelton has lived in Watcrvliot 
for nearly a year, e imlng here from 
Benton Harbor, where he was well 
known. 
We believe ¡lie was one time 
at the head of the Benton Harbor teht 
of Maccabees. 
Ho leaves a wife to 
mourn his loss and was well insured.

Babcock Recltos a Rather 
Sorrowful Talo. 


William Babcock, of this city, has 
Hied a bill of complaint in the circuit 
court 
commencing an 
action 
in 
chancery against A. B. Hill who is al­ 
leged to havo fraudulently disposessed 
the complainant of a house and lot in 
McDonald & Packard’s addition. 


It is set up in the bill that the- com­ 
plainant’s property above described 
was valued at $1,200 upon which there 
was a mortgage of $700. Mr. Hill pro­ 
posed to give the complainant in ex­ 
change for his property two promissory 
notes aggregating $440, executed by L. 
B. Woodley and Mary Woodley and 
secured by a mortgage on 40 acres of 
land 
in Heath township, Allegan 
county, Hill assuming the mortgage of 
$700. 


The trade was made on the represen­ 
tation by Hill that tho 40 acres of land 
in Allegan county was Improved and of 
a commercial value of $1,700. 
After 
closing the deal the complainant alleges 
that he learned that tho property was 
practically valueless: that it had no 
buildings upon it and was not under 
cultivation and that the entiro tract 
could not b» sold for more than $150 
The Woodleys, the complainant says, 
have no property that the legal exemp­ 
tion docs • not allow them to ,liold and 
tiie notes *hr received for his property 
are consequently of little value. 


An injunction [restraining Hill from 
transferring the Babcock property 
from his possession before tlie court 
passes on the-cum« has lieen issued 
Balicock claims that all his means were 
invested in iiis home here and that he 
arncd his living with his carpenter 
tools which are about all he has left as 
a result of the transaction. 


Tho 11 rat one was Wells Brown who 
fell oil the front steps of his residence 
and died from tho effects.

was Joseph Welmor, a popular druggist 
who was killed by a C. & W. M. train 
In St. Joseph. The third victim was 
Fred Whitehead who stepped on a 
rusty nail and after a short illness died 
with lockjaw. Tho fourth was tho sad 
death of Neal Simons, one of the many 
who went down in tho cold waters of 
Lake Michigan with tho steamship 
Chicora. The last is one of tho most 
horrible, the death of Mark Pelton in 
the Watcrvliot paper mill yesterday. 
Mr. Pciion was well known hero having 
lived here before moving to Watorvllet.

Hourly the record be- 
com«« more thrilling. For several days 
there has been summer mildness all 
through 
southweatern 
Oeorgla 
and 
southeaatorn Alabama and th« country 
tributary to the Chattahoochle river. 
Sunday the thermometer went up to 80, 
and the air was as oppressive as it ever 
is felt dH ^g the June solstice. With 
tha coming of night the skies w’ere 
Iteolouded 
and 
rain 
began to fall 
copiously 
about 
midnight. 
Toward 
morning there was a cessation of pre­ 
cipitation, and the sun peeped forth 
from the clouds as if there w'as to be a 
repetition of Sunday. This was but for 
an hour, when the leaden skies and in­ 
creasing wind told of a storm, which 
came along with terriflc and wrenching 
force. Men were almost caught up from 
the streets before they could find shel­ 
ter. Roofs, shutters, etc., gave way, and 
for two hours there was terror and 
desolation until the cytlone passed off 
to the northwest, coursing along the 
Chattahoochle valley. 


Hhitelclug Story fr«in Arllagton. 


Tho reports coming In soon told of the 
devastation. The town of Blakely In 
Georgia wan almost lifted out of ex­ 
istence, and people seeking refuge In­ 
doors were as badly knocked around 
by cracking and falling timbers an were 
those on the outside, who were unable 
to dodge fence rails and other llylni; 
missiles. The most shocking story of 
all, however, was that which came from 
Arlington. Calhoun county, Ga. It was 
about 8 o’clock a. m. when the pupils 
of Arlington academy 
beiran to n»* 
sembl^. There were about fifty present 
when Professor Covington, noticing thi> 
storm coming called them in for t<hel- 
t*r. On and on came the storm with a 
whixxlng 
sound, 
increasing until U 
lifted two cabins across the way Into 
midair, wrenching them into splinters 
as a man would a liandful of rotten 
wood. 


Prlghtful llavo« Among the Chlldreu, 
The Might of thiH h o frightened the 
children that they clung ptteoualy to 
Professors Walker and Covington, who 
vainly tried to quiet them. A crackling 
noise was heard, and the shutters and 
swinging doors were 
wrenched from 
their hinges. Then came a twisting and 
a careening, and the central partition 
gave way, falling with deadly effect 
upon a group of children clinging to the 
professors. 
The doors and 
windows 
gone, the storm had full sw'ay within, 
fragments of timbers Hying in the air 
and children thrown helplessly about, 
being caught up and dashed against the 
wreck^ walls. The cries of the wound­ 
ed, th'e 
groans of the 
dying, 
are 
described as having iieen heartrending.

The scenes around the building were 
most heartrending as mothers clasped 
the forms of their loved children in their 
arms, heeding not their bloody and 
mangled condition. The rain began to 
pour down in torrents as soon, as the 
wind passed off. and the COO people were 
drenched to the skin 
while 
clearing 
away the wreck. Some remarkable es­ 
capes were related. One little girl ai- 
mMt suffocated to death for want of air 
was lying under three of her dead com­ 
panions, whose bodies had formed a 
buffer which had aaved her from the se­ 
verity of the blows of falling debris. 
Along the banlm of the Cliattahoochie 
river up from Appalachlcoia there is but 
one story of death and destruction. 


The Htorm came from the Qulf of 
Mexico, forming on the western side, 
and entering the Appalachicohi valley 
traversed its confluent streams to their 
source. The Appalachlcoia Is 
formed 
by the conjunction of the Chattahoochle 
and the Flint, the first of which up to 
West point forms the state t>oundary 
line betwaen Qeorgla and Alabama, and 
the second diverges northeasterly into 
the heart of Qeorgla, 
It was in the 
tongue of territory within this outline 
that tht force of the storm was spent, 
and moat of it is Inaccessible to teie- 
grapii communication and details are 
hard to obtain.

the 
levee 
a t 
Caruthersvllle, 
Mo., 
and Souci, Ark. The railroad situation 
shows a decided Improvement. 
Two 
negroes are 
reported to have 
been 
drowned at Hornlake, a few mllea south 
of this city. The fact that the rise con­ 
tinues a t Cairo and other points not af­ 
fected by the Caruthersvllle break is 
sufficient basis for the conclusion that 
the present slight drop here Is not in­ 
dicative that tlie beginning of the end 
of the flood Is a t hand. 


The relief boats bring in dally their 
loads of destitute people to be housed, 
cared for and fed by MeinphiH peopiu 
with w hatever 
assistance may come 
fi-om those outside this city. It luts been 
found necessary to telegraph to the 
secretary of war, asking euouiih tentH 
to accommodate 2,000 people. If Secre­ 
tary Alger accedes to the request—and 
there Is every reason to believe tiuit he 
will—the situation will be greatly re­ 
lieved.

When James Howard, arrested with

same offense charged against Canton 
aud was brought back from .Taelcson to 
testify against his companion in crime, 
was summoned into the courtroom a 
few -minutes before the noon recess to- 
day as a witness. 
lie uskcd for an in- 


terview with Judge Coolidgc. 
The 


judge assented and Howard accom- 
panied him into his private chamber. 
He returned to the court room in a 
few minutes and Prosecutor Valentine 
was* directed Lo talk with Howard. 


The portent of the pautomine the 


idlers in the court room were at a loss 
to understand. It was learned during 
tho noon recess, however, that Howard 
had poatively refused to testify against 
Canton. 
He told Prosecutor Valen- 


tine that he had been educated to des- 
pise an infot-rncr and he would not; take 
the witness stand to peach on Canton. 
Howard admitted that he had a hand 
in the Riverside robbery, but when 
asked as to Canton's complicity was 
silent us a sphinx. 
He paid, too, his 


manhood revolted against informing 
on a friend and he was compelled to 
refuse to testify. ; It is said that How- 
ard in his confession to the ofHccrs 
implicated Canton, but this Howard 
now denies. 
When court adjourned 


for dinner Howard remained obdurate 
and declared he would not take the 
witness' oath.

Eufala, Ala., March 23.—This city was 


swept by a cyclone yesterday morning 
In which death und disaster played a 
dreadful part. Hourly the record be- 
comes more thrilling. For several days 
there has been summer mildness all 
through 
southwestern 
Georgia 
and 


southeastern Alabama and the country 
tributary to the Chattahooehle river. 
Sunday the thermometer went up to 80, 
and tlie afr was as oppressive as It ever 
Is felt dufcnff the June solstice. With 
the coming of night the skies were 
beclouded 
and 
rain 
begun to fait 


copiously 
about 
midnight. Toward 


morning' there was a cessation of pre- 
cipitation, and the sun peeped forth 
from the clouds as If there was to be a 
repetition of Sunday. This was but for 
an hour, when the leaden skies and In- 
creasing wind told of a storm, which 
came along with terrific and wrenching 
force. Men were almost caught up from 
the streets before they could nnd shel- 
ter. Roofa, shutters, etc., gave way, and 
for two hours there was terror and 
desolation until the cyclone passed off 
to the northwest, coursing along1 the 
Chattahoochie valley. 


Shocking Story from Arlington. 


The reports coming In soon told of the 


devastation. The town of Blalcely In 
Georgia was almost lifted out of ex- 
istence, and people seeking refuge in- 
doors were as badly knocked around 
by cracking and falling timbers as were 
those on the outside, who were unable 
to dodge fence rails and other Hying1 
missiles. The most shocking story of 
all, however, was that which came from 
Arlington, Calhoun county, Gn. It was 
about 8 o'clock a. m. when the pupils 
of Arlington academy 
began to as- 


semble.. There were about fifty present 
when Professor Covlngton, noticing the 
storm coming called them In for shel- 
ter. On and on came the storm with a 
whizzing: 
sound, 
increasing until It 


lifted two cabins across the way into 
midair, wrenching them into splinters 
as a man would a handful of rotten 
wood. 


Frightful Havoc Among the Children, 
The sight of this so frightened the 


children that they clung plteously to 
Professors Walker and Covington, who 
vainly tried to quiet them. A crackling 
noise was heard, and the shutters and 
swinging doors were 
wrenched from 


their hinges. Then came a twisting and 
a careening, and the central partition 
gave way, falling with deadly effect 
upon a group of children clinging to the 
professors. 
The doors and 
windows 


gone, the storm had full sway within, 
fragments of timbers flying in the air 
and children thrown helplessly about, 
being caught up and dashed against the 
wrecked walls. The cries of the wound- 
ed, th'e 
groans of the 
dying, 
are 


described as having been heartrending. 


Llat of the Dead and Wounded. 


While all this was going on the people 


of the town, regardless of the wreckage 
of their own homes, ran to the school 
where they knew their children were 
only to find many of them dead and 
others wounded and pinioned beneath 
the debris. Professor Walker had his 
arms and legs broken, and,cannot live.
